Living in a 
Northern State he came promptly for- 
ward to testify in behalf of the defend. 
ants. He had known Mrs, Smith even 
before her marriage with his brother, 
aid knew her to be a perfect pattern of 
® woman, and pussessed with all 
the christian graces, and _ not 
only himself, but his entirely family 
believed her incapable of being acces- 
sory to the death of bis brother. The 
evidence of Capt. Smith, (though a 
stranger is well known to our citizens 
us an Ex United States Naval officer,) 
was listened to with great interest. Dur- 
ing its recital, in which he was not in- 
lerrupted,the audience was again moved 
to tea's, in compassion fur the untor- 
tunate ladies then before the Court. 

Hon. K, P. Battle testified as to the 
pecuniary status of Dr. Smith, and as 
his legal advisor, his knowledge that 
Mrs. Smith was necessarily acquainted 
with the same. 

Fred Saunders, son of R. B. Saun 
ders, testified that he had been an 
inmate of Dr. Smith's tiamaly for six 
mouths to January last, and that he had 
always been unifurmly kind his 
family.

It is the judgment of the court that 
there is not the slightest evidence.cither 
positive or presumptive, to implicate 
Frances L. Mann in producing or pro- 
curing the death of her father, Dr. J. 
Brinton Smith. It isthe further opin- 
ion of this court that there is no evi- 
dence to satisfy the court that Mary E. 
Smith either prepared, administered or 
connived at the death of her husband, 
Dr. J. Brinton Smith. I am, however, 
of opioion that from the report of the 
jury of inquest, which the court regards 
as mcrely inferential, it was the dury 
of the coroner and officers of the law to 
give the matter a thorough investiga 
LIOD, 

It is therefore the judgment of the 
court that the prisoners be discharged. 

The decision was received by the 
large aucience with wild and rapturous 
applause, and while the many friends 
oi the sorrow-stricken family were 
gathering around to offer their congrat~ 
ulations, for the first time during the 
progress of the trial, they gave vent to 
their pent up grief in tears. 

Asa public journalist, we, of course, 
eXpress No opinion of eur own in re- 
yard to this case until it is finally de 
cided The decision of Judge Watts 
does not interfere with the sworn da-

The Presidential contest was really 
inaugurated simultaneously with the 
commencement of the campaign in 
North Carolina. 

Our State was made the inicial bat 
tle-ground, aod long belore the August 
election there was a deeper nationa! in- 
terest felt in the result than was ever 
before felt in any local election. Indeed 
the contest here was not regarded a local 
oue. It was regarded as atest of the 
popularity of the rival candidates for 
President. In that light the fight ip 
North Carolina was waged—in that 
light was the election of Caldwell ac 
cepted by both partics. 

The Administration party having de- 
termined to earry the election in this 
State, set about its work in a manner 
hitherto unpracticed at the South. 

First, the Federal officials were put 
in thering. Such men as Marsha! 8S. T. 
Carrow and Supervisor P. W. Perry 
rushed into the arena,followed by a long 
train of attendants consisting of Deputy 
Marshals, Assistant Assessors and Rev- 
enue Collectors, and every species of 
Federal office holder, from his Aizhness, 
the gentlemaw from Maine, down to the 
most insignificant Post Master oi the 
humblest village, whose salary would 
not reach fifty dollars per annum.

The operations of these gentry—of 
course some were more active than oth 
ers, ure too well known to the public. 
It is needless for us to recount how they 
travelled from county to county, and 
from district to district in the interest 
of the Radical party, or what means 
they resorted to in order to serve their 
masters, or what appeals to the cupidi- 
ty and fears of certain classes of voters 
they made in the shape of money and 
Government patronage on the one hand, 
oronthe other the frowns and ven- 
geance of the Federal power. 

Nor need we refer to the conduct of 
the President’s Cabinet, who under in- 
structions trom their Chief, ieft their 
posts of duty in Washiogton City to 
take part in our election, farther than 
to say that till the advent of Radica'- 
ism such officious intermeddling was 
never dreamed of before, and is a re- 
proach to any Government. 

It to the interference of Federal 
officials, to the corrupt use of money, to 
the promise of Government patronage, 
to the threats of Federal punishment 
and persecution and to the dictation of 
Cabinet officers, there be superadded 
the importation of negro voters from 
Virginia, South Carolina and Washing- 
ton City, together with numerous other 
species of direct and positive fraud, the 
matter is easily explained why it was 
that Caldwell was enabled to claima 
a majority of two thousand oat of an 
aggregate poll of one hundred and 
ninety five thousand, But Caidwell’s 
triumph was obtained by unfair and 
disgraceful mears—by bribery and 
intimidation—by open, shameless, 
notorious frauds—by debauching the 
elective franchise, and preventing a fair 
and free expression of the popular will. 

But to stop the demoralization in the 
Radical ranks, it became a matter of 
necessity for the Administration to car- 
ry North Carolina. The fiat went forth, 
and Radicalism prevailed. 

But the victory was not altogether 
with the Administration. A handsome 
majority in the Legislature, and five 
out of eight Congressmen for the Dem- 
crats were trophies not to be derided or 
underestimated, for they gave to the 
contest the appearance of a drawn bat- 
tle. Hence it became necessary for the 
Grant party to win new laureis in order 
to establish its hopes of success for No- 
vember. 

The State elections in Vermont and 
Maine came next, and there were to be 
witnessed the same unscrupulous means 
that were used in North Carolina tor 
the Administration to hold its own. 
Supervisor Perry an.t Judge Peru Settle 
were sent from the State to canvass New 
England, and votes were bought and 
sold, according to the local papers 
there, for dollars and cents,like so much 
produce in the commercial market. 


In the Octobe: elections of Pennsyl 
vania and Indiana, we next witness on 
a grander scale those stupendous en. 
vines of fraud and corruption which 
made the ballot a farce and brought 
the tinge of indignant shame to the 
cheek of every honest man in the coun- 
try. In Pennsylvania particularly, 
every trick and device were resorted to 
betore the day of election to defeat the 
fair cxpression of the popular will and 
to place iathe Gubernatorial chair a 
dishonored and a disgraced man—the 
partner and associate of Penitentiary 
convicts and who had been proclaimed 
a thief by one of the leading Radical 
papers of his own State. But however 
disreputable the means used before the 


day of election to manufacture a ficti- 
tious majority for Hartranft, the whole- | 


sale system of cheating resorted to on 


that day rendered the triumph of the 
Democratic candidate a moral impossi- 

bilitv. The cry of, as goes Pennsyiva- 

nia so - goes the Union, had 

wrought upon the fears of the 
Grant managers to such an ex- 
tent, that they employed a set of un- 

scrupulous manipulators to alter the 
figures after the votes were cast, so as to 
count in Hartranft at all events, regard- 
less of the actual majority Buckalew 
might have received. Newspapers that 
first thought the election was a fai= one, 
now assert as their belief that Bucka- 
lew actually carried Philadelphia, not- 
withstanding Hartranft’s nominal ma- 
jority there was over twenty thousand ! 
We have published in the News a 
statement brought to light io an investi 

yation before a Judge in Philadelphia, 
showing that in less than one-tenth of 
the voting Districts of the city, over 
three thousand votes had been altered 
from Buckalew to Hartianft, which 
would make a difference of thirty thous- 
and it the same ratio of frauds prevailed 
in the remaining Districts. 

But the Grant party thought it was 
necessary to carry Pennsylvania. The 


fixt was issued, and the work was done. 


The moral effect of the Pennsylvania 
election, in all probability, decided the 
tate of the Presidential contest by 
paralyzing the efforts ot the friends of 
Retorm, many of whom regarded any 
farther efforts to defeat the party of 
fraud, patronage and power as utterly 
useless. 

Thus we sce how the sanctity of the 
ballot has been overthrown, and the 
right to a free election has been tram- 
pled down and utterly demolished. 
The Presidential election can only be 
regarded as registering the will of 
Ulysses the First, as the Plebiscitum in 
France registered the will of Napoleon. 
The President has but to issue his 
edicts, and his voice is obeyed with the 
same subserviency that the subjects of 
monarchy obey their imperial masters. 


FIRM As A KOCK ! 

Some slanderous rumors have been 
put in circulation by evil and designing 
Radical politicians to the effect that 
certain Democratic members of the 
Legislaiure had been bought up, und 
would not affiliate with their party in 
the organization wf the two Houses of 
the Legislature, and especially in regard 
to selecting a United States Senator in 
the place of Hon. John Pool. 

We have paid but little attention to 
these reports heretofore, but we deem it 
our duty to refer to them now on the 
eve of the meeting of the Legislature, 
in order to put our triends on their 
guard against tle deep laid schemes of 
our wily and unscrupulous adversaries, 
who wili resort to sny measures to dis- 
tract and divide our party. 

We are confident that the Democratic 
members of the Legislature will stand firm 
asa rock by party organization. 

We know that the Radicals are boast 
ing that, with the immense amount of | 
money in their hands, they can buy up 
enough Democratic members to turn 
the scale in their favor. We scorn to 
listen to such infamous language, and 
denounce the assertion as in keeping 
witb the character and conduct of that 
shamcless andjunprincipled political or 
ganization whose rule has been a curse 
and a blight to the State! 

We cannot believe that a single Dem- 

cratic representative of either branch 
of the General Assembly will betray the 
confidence of his constituents, forfeit 
the respect of every honest man, and 
sell himself to immeasurable infamy 
and degradation by staining his soul 
with a Radica) bribe ! 
But we wish the Democratic members 
to remember the necessity of strict par- 
ty organization—to stand by Demo- 
cratic usages and customs, and thus 
thwart the plans and devices of their 
political enemies.

Guilford, Granville and 
several Western Counties where these 
immigrants have purchased land, they 
express themselves as being much grati- 
fied with their condition and prospects 
and are using their influence to induce 
others of their countrymen to come to 
our State. 

The tide of immigration having 
already begun to tend in this direction, 
we hope the Legislature to assemble to 
morrow will give this matter their 
prompt attention. 

We need foreign labor and capital, 
and any practical measure look'ng to 
the encouragement of immigration to 
North Carolina will meet with our earn. 
est and zealous support.

When slaughtered, it takes a 
long time to get one cool to the marrow 
in the bone, and thea when the hams 
are put in salt, it is troublesome to fin 

ish them.tothe centre. Four hundred 
live weight is as targe as hogs should 
ve in order to make good bacon. Be 

ond this size there is a loss somewhere. 
Either the feeder, butcher or consumer 
is cheated, and as a gencral thing every 
one who has anything to do with the 
big hog will find, if he obseryes closely, 
that they are not so profita le as the 
smooth, nice hog of 350 pounds weight. 
A smal! head, with little, upright ears, 
and legs and ears delicate to perfection, 
are marks which indicate the greatest 
amount of food consumed ; and it will 
a'ways draw more readily the attention 
of every butcher.

The Curious History of the i 
of St. Michaei’s§ in 
Carolina—A Touchiag 
Ce 


Mrs. Petigru Carson, the daughter 
ot the late distinguished James L. Peti- 
of South Carolina, contributes to 
)Appicton’s Journal, an interesting xe 
count of old St. Michael’s Church, and 
the chiaies of bells that once sounded 
in its stceple a carillon as sweet as floa's 
from the spire ot Antwerp Cathedral, 
These bells were connected with the 
Revolution, but, having escaped the 
perils of the siege ot Charleston by the 
British in 1780, they were destroyed 
neatly w century later by a mischance 
of the war of secession. Bat we muat 
et Mrs. Carson tell the story of their 
fate after Sumter: 

“Time went on, and Charleston be 
hind her defense of sind resisted all the 
efforts to carry her. During the five 
hundred (tive hundred forty-six) 
days of bombardment all the lower 
part of the town had to be abandoned. 
Hlouses and churches were shattered, 
the cannon balls tore up the very grave 
yards, and the bones of the dead were 
scattered, Yet the spire of St. Michael’s 
Was untouched. Perhaps the canoncer 
tried to spare it—perhaps good angels 
guarded it. But what neither the malice 
of the enemy nor the spite of fortune 
did, the people themselves effected. For 
the bells were taken down and sent to 
Columbia, to be cast into cannon. Gen- 
eral Beauregard, perhaps shocked at 
the desecrativn, pronounced them unfit 
for the purpose; and the fate which 
heaped up at Columbia for safe keeping 
everything of value in the State, there 
detained the bells also. Then Sher- 
mun’s army passed through, leaving its 
track of lightning. A party of halt 
drunken soldiers, out for a lark and for 
plunder, were accosted by a negro who 
offered to show them the bells which 
had rung in secession, ‘ Never,’ sai¢ 
the men, ‘shall tuey play that tune 


again, and they smashed them into a 


hundred pieces.
